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Dean overturns ban on Taylor andTully

Dean of Arts John McCallum 
has overturned a political science 
department vote banning profes- 
sors CharlesTaylor and JamesTully 
from supervising incoming gradu- 
ate students. 

The vote, involving all profes- 
sors in the department and no 
students, took place in January. Pre- 
viously, the professors were in the 
philosophy department but main- 
tained the right to supervise 
graduate students in political 
theory. 

McCallum overturned the vote 
after consulting with McGill legal 
advisor Raynald Mercille. “The 
motion they passed was contrary to 
McGill regulations, and therefore 
had no effect,” said McCallum. 

A memo from Mercille to 
McCallum says the vote contra- 
dicted the agreement the 
department made with the profes- 
sors last year when they moved to 
philosophy from political science. 
Mercille added that it went beyond 
thcauthorityofthedepartmentand 
violated the academic freedom of 
the profs and their students. 

McGill regulations allow Tully 
and Taylor to go through grievance 
procedures, but Mercille’s memo 
says the vote was so obviously un- 
just that to force them to do this 
would itself be oppressive. 

“The University should not con- 
template a decision which it knows 
in advance will lead to a successful 
grievance,” wrote Mercille in the 
memo. 

Resentment over the dean’s de- 
cision is brewing. While no one was 
willing to be named, sources who 
attended a February 17 Certifica- 
tion Committee meeting said 
several professors attending the 
meeting were vocally upset at this 
violation of departmental au- 
tonomy. 

Richard Schultz, the most vocal 
proponent for the ban in and out of 
the meeting, had no comment on 
the dean’s decision. 

“I’ve decided this is a banana 
republic without bananas, and that’s 
the extent of my comment,” he said. 

In a letter to all political science 
professors, Dean McCallum argues 
that his decision was not dictato- 
rial, because it was merely 
acknowledging that the depart- 
ment’s motion went beyond the 
authority of all involved. 

Mercille’s memo says that only 
Principal David Johnston would 
have the authority to ban the two 
profsfromsupervisinggraduatestu- 
dents. 

“No department has the au- 
tonomy to deny other members of 
the department supervision rights,” 
said Tully.

But Tully and Taylor’s status as 
members of the Political Science 
department department is still not 
clear. 

Department chair Jerome Black 
said that will have to be discussed at 
the next meeting of the depart- 
ment’s Certification Committee, 
made up ofdeparmcnt faculty with 
no student representatives. 

He said he did not know when 
such a meeting would take place. 

Taylor said that regardless of 
McCallum’s decision, it will be hard 
for him, Tully and their students to 
work in political science if people in 
the department are set against it. 

“Nobody wants to be a student 
under these circumstances,” said 
Taylor. “If we can’t get agreement 
on this there is no legal text that will 
make it a good place to work.” 

Tully, while saying as far as he 
was concerned the decision means 
he and Taylor are once again ad- 
junct profs in political science with 
the right to supervise grads, agreed 
that it might be hard for them and 
their students to work in such a 
hostile environment. 

Since he and Taylor switched 
from political science to philoso- 
phy last spring, three of their 
graduate students have also made 
the switch and more are interested, 
he said. 

Tully and Taylor currently su- 
pervise about a quarter of all 
political science grads at McGill. 

Echoing McCallum’s memo to 
department profs, Tully said he 
hoped negotiations within the de- 
partment would lead to a political, 
rather than legal, solution. 

Perhaps this would involve the 
founding of a social and political 
theory program for doctoral stu- 
dents, he said. 

This would be a 
multidisciplinary program in all 
departments involved in social 
theory. Part of the reason Taylor 
and Tully left political science last 



year was because they felt this 
multidisciplinary approach would 
be more accepted in philosophy. 

They were proven right when 
the January vote among political 
science faculty banned them from 
taking on new graduate students. 

In February, Schultz told the 
Daily that since they no longer con- 
sidered themselves “political 
scientists”, they shouldn’t be su- 
pervising “political science” 
students. 

Taylor said this kind of attitude 
illustrated the need for a more 



multidisciplinaryapproachtoschol- 

arship. 

“If we are just dealing with de- 
partments, we just have hundreds 
of square pegs in round holes," he 
said. 

Meanwhile, to everyone not a 
political science prof the faculty’s 
decision is still mysterious. The 
thought of kicking out this particu- 
lar pair of profs doesn’t make sense 
to most people. 

“Professors Taylor and Tully 
have been responsible for attracting 
probably our best students," said 



political scicnceprof Alain Gagnon. 

“There’s not a political science 
department in Canada that would 
consider denying them the right to 
supervise graduate students," he 
said. 

He said in particular that the 
department’s vote was a blow to 
Québec studies at McGill. 

“Both Taylor and Tully have a 
major role to play in current-day 
Québec politics," said Gagnon.

Rioters break up city council meeting 

Padded ninja-cops terrorize tax protestors

Between 4000 and 5000 people chanting “Fuck 
Doré!" vented their financial frustrations to Mayor 
Jean Doré outside — and inside — City Hall on 
Monday night. 

The protestwasorganized by Peter Sergakis, presi- 
dent of the Association of Commercial Property 
Owners of Québec to protest a surtax on commercial 
properties. He claims that business owners are going 
bankrupt already without an additional tax. 

“People are fighting for their lives. When you’re 
gonna go bankrupt, your life isat stake," said Sergakis. 

“The City of Montréal has never put any taxpayers 
in bankruptcy. If someone has a problem with cash 
flow tell them to call the finance department and we’ll 
arrange something,” said Daniel Bussières, press 
attaché for the executive committee chairperson. 

Kathy Touchet, the president of Action Taxes 
encouraged her membership to take part in the pro- 
test. "This surtax is the straw that breaks the camel’s 
back,” she said. 

Touchet said that members in Action Taxes de- 
spise the fact that the property tax must be paid one 
year before rents have been collected. She added that 
the protest got a bit out of hand. 

“I think it was a success, but I would’ve preferred 
a press conference with a large hall and guest speakers 
and a good discussion," she said. 

“But this manifestation was not useless — it opened 
a lot of eyes.” 



TheMontréal City Council meetingwas canceled 
for the first time in 18 years on Monday. 

Calculating the surtax is causing problems in the 
city’s tax department. No one is quite sure exactly 
how the tax is going to be applied. 

Except Sergakis. “Thi s tax forces property owners 
to be tax collectors. I don’t want to be a collector, I 
want to be a businessman," he said. 

Riot police were called in when the protesters 
raged into the meeting chanting nasty four-letter 
words. Some damage was done to property inside 
the building but the city refused to estimate the 
amount of damage done. Bussières said the usual 
maintenance staff would deal with the mess. 

Bussières was critical of the way the protesters 
voiced their concerns. “The city council meeting is 
thechancefor taxpayers to talkdirectly to the mayor,” 
he said. “We were very disappointed that the council 
could not be held.” 

Sergakis is determined that future meetings will 
not be held. “We’re going back for the second bat- 
tle,” he said. “I want to know when the next meeting 
is.” 

“I’m glad we stopped the meeting," said one 
anonymous protester. “Fucking Doré is eating fillet 
mignon every night. Bastards!” 

Tuesday afternoon, Sergakis met with Mayor 
Doré, MUC executive committee vp John Gardiner 
and other counsillors to try to resolve the impasse. 
Bussières said that no progess was made. “There is 
no change possible in the 1993 budget,” he said.

Canada Post says no more used envelopes

VICTORIA (CUP) — Sending letters in reused 
envelopes may save trees, but your mail won’t get 
through Canada Post’s newest sorting system. 

Reused envelopes, with any previous address, 
stamp, or bar codes on them, will soon be returned to 
their senders, thanks to a new and “improved” com- 
puter sorting system. 

Old stamps or addresses could confuse the optical- 
scanning sorting equipment, said Ilona Beiks, 
communications officer for Canada Post. 

According to Betty, a Canada Post customer serv- 
ice representative who declined to give her last name, 
reused envelopes were never allowed. 

“It’s always been a policy. Now they’re getting 
really strong about it,” she said. 

“It’s like redirecting something,” she said. Canada 
Post recently announced carriers will stop delivering 
redirected mail for free. 

Dayna Christ, chair of the University of Victoria 
Students’ Society, said the society readdresses as many 
envelopes as it can, in order to recycle and save money. 

Not accepting reused envelopes is “irresponsible of 
Canada Post”, said Christ. 

Brett Haneke, a UVic student who tapes together 
his own envelopes from recycled paper, says he’s more

with the waste 
that’s going to 
be created by 
using new en- 
velopes. 

“Reusing 
them is better 
than recycling 
them,” said 
Haneke. 

But Beiks 
said if the tape 
catches in the 
sorting ma- 
chines, the 
machines may 



spit the envelope out. The envelope must then be hand 
sorted. 

Beiks said a reused envelope could probably get to 
its destination “if there was no sign that it had been 
through the system. What you’d have to do is turn it 
inside out,” she said. 

If there are any florescent bar codes visible, the 
envelope will be sent back to the original address. 

Beiks said that putting labels over old addresses is a 
bad idea, because labels can come off. Christ disagreed. 

“Ifwe’re not encouragingpeople to reuse, the whole 
concept of reducing and recycling is pointless. Enve- 
lopes are a prime example of that,” she said. 

“If the/ re so clever about finding new and efficient 
ways of getting the mail out, why aren’t they finding 
new ways of reusing envelopes?” said John Topham, a 
UVic student who plans to continue re-using enve- 
lopes. 

No word is out yet on reusing stamps. 
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Language bursaries reduced for summer ’93 



Tories reduce commitment to bilingualism

The federal governmene has cut 
funding for the Second Language 
Bursary Program, a springand sum- 
mer language study session for 
Canadian students. The program is 
run by the Department of the Sec- 
retary of State. 

Rcversingalong-standingtrend 
of increased commitment to bilin- 
gualism, the feds have sliced all 
programs dealing with official lan- 
guages in education in Canada by 
11.3 per cent. 

In absolute terms, funds in 1993- 
94 will be S240 130 million, down 
from $270 598 million in 1992-93. 

The federal contribution to bi- 
lateral, federal and provincial 
funding of minority language pro- 
grams, thesecond language monitor 
program which employs many stu- 
dents, and the summer bursary 
program will all be affected by these 
cuts. 

“These cuts definitely represent 



a declining commitment to bilin- 
gualism across Canada,” said Diane 
Boucher, legislative assistant to of- 
ficial languages critic Jean-Robert 
Gauthier. 

"I don’t know exactly how the 
cutback will be implemented in each 
of these programs,” said Guy 
Coulombe, Director of the National 
Programs of Offical Languages and 
Education at the Ministry of Secre- 
tary of State. 

“There will be no reduction in the 
bursary amount of $1700, but the 
number ofbursarieswill bereduced,” 
said Coulombe. Asked how many 
bursaries will be lost he was not sure. 
“The issue remains in cabinet,” he 
said. 

For those lucky enough to receive 
a bursary the program will no longer 
beffee.Second Language Institutions 
are being allowed to keep up to $ 1 00 
of the deposit students are required 
to pay upon application. 

Jean-Guy Geroux, Director of 
Summer Schools for French and Eng- 



lish at the University of Ottawa said 
the initiative for the non-refundable 
deposit came largely from the second 
language schools’ directors. 

“The directors of the schools have 
been pushing for a fee to get more 
student commitment and raise rev- 
enues,” said Geroux . 

The new secretary of state, 
Monique Landry, herself a gradu- 
ate of the second language 
burasaries program, could not be 
reached for comment. Isabelle 
Hudon, Landry’s press secretary 
said that 10 per cent cuts had been 
applied to language programs 
funded by the federal government. 
She didn’t know exactly what 
changes had already taken placeand 
will take place to the program. 

Boucher said that official lan- 
guages in education fundingisbeing 
burdened with heavier cuts than 
most other departments. 

“The cuts in this area total 11.3 
per cent, which is 1 3 per cent higher 
than cutbacks in other government 



departments,” she said. “We’re not 
giving our kids tools to grow.” 

This confusion seems to extend to 
all levels of the program’s adminis- 
tration and implementation. Linda 
Pelletier, the Provincial Coordinator 
of the program in Quebec, said that 
only an interim agreement has been 
signed between the federal govern- 
ment and the provinces to release the 
application forms and booklets. 

“We are still waiting on the offi- 
cial agreement, and don’t have exact 
information on the number of bur- 
saries yet,” said Pelletier. Last year the 
Quebec quota of english and french 
bursaries was 2963, out of a national 
total of about 7500. “I expect this to 
be reduced,” she said. 

Many of the Second Language 
Institutions listed in thebooklet were 
unsureofthelatestdevelopments.At 
the Université Laval in Québec City 
the person who answered the contact 
number knew nothing of the change 
in refund policy. “This is the first 
time I have heard of this,” she said. 



Western University, which runs 
an immersion program at Trois 
Pistoles, is keeping up with policy 
changes, and will keep $100 of the 
$150 deposit it requires of its stu- 
dents. But they too are unsure of 
the number of students they will 
have. 

Mr. Daniel Lavoid, an adminis- 
trator at the École Internationalede 
Français at the Université du 
Quebéc à Trois-Rivières, main- 
tained that there had been no 
funding reduction. 

“Everything is normai,” he said 

The application booklet for the 
summer language bursaries was 
mailed to universities from the de- 
partment of the Secretary of State 
two months later than it was last 
year. It has the wrong application 
deadline of February 1 9th in it. The 
deadline is now March 19th, al- 
though the McGill Student Aid 
office hasbeen told it is March 23rd 
and has stamped that into these 
booklets. 



Scarborough Walk Safe volunteer charged with sexual assault

TORONTO (CUP)— Walksafe 
coordinators across Ontario are try- 
ing to guarantee the safety of their 
programs after a walksafe volun- 
teer in Scarborough, Ontario 
reported that she was sexually as- 
saulted by a fellow volunteer. 

“Iftheissuessurroundingsexual 
harassment and sexual assault are 
impressed forcefully enough on the 
patrollers, these sorts of incidents 
shouldn’t happen,” said Sergeant 



Bob Earle, who is one of the coordi- 
nators of the four -year-old Foot 
Patrol at the University of Western 
Ontario. 

Theallegedassaultoccurred Feb- 
ruary 5 at Centennial College in 
Scarborough. A male patroller al- 
legedly assaulted the female 
patroller he had been teamed up 
with for the evening. Centennial’s 
program was only two weeks old 
when the incident occurred. The 
man has been charged with one 
count of sexual assault by Metro 



Toronto police. 

College officials said they believe 
the incident was an isolated one, 
but are planning to investigate ways 
of better ensuring patrollers’ safety. 

“We are considering having a 
three-person team with two females 
and one male, rather than one male, 
one female,” said Marilyn Day, com- 
munications director for 
Centennial. 

Day said she thinks the program 
has not been compromised by the 
alleged incident and continues to 



provide an i mportant service to the 
university. 

McGill Walksafe coordinator 
Fiona Deller said McGill has safe- 
guards in place to make sure an 
assualt doesn’t happen here. 

“We do very thorough inter- 
views. W e have turned a number of 
people down because we felt un- 
sure about them. We have a signed 
contract from each person and a 
photocopy of everyone’s student 
ID,” said Deller. Deller emphasized 
that McGill’s Walksafe knows who 
their volunteers areand where they 
are at all times. 

Deller added that Walksafers at 
McGill are encouraged to apply as a 
team withsomeonethey know. “We 
highly encourage (volunteers) to 
walk with people they know, like 
roomates, boyfriends, orgirlfriends. 
A good half of our walkers walk 
with someone they know.” 

Deller cautioned that although 
interviews and training reduce the 
chance of an assault, no system is 
foolproof. “You can never be one 
hundred per cent sure that nothing 
will happen,” said Deller. 

; Unlike McGill’s program and 
programsat other universities. Cen- 
tennial’s did not include a lengthy 
application process or training pro- 
gram. 

Rambo complexes 

Nicholas Yarish, who coordi- 
nates the student patrol service and 
is manager of plant operations and 
security at Centennial, said apart 
from changing the make-up of the 
foot patrols, the college is lookingat 
requiring applicants to submit a 
written explanation of their rea- 
sons for wanting to be a foot 
patroller, and providing a more in- 
tensive training program for 
employees. 

“Right now the hiring decision 
is based on an interview, and if they 
are hired they are given a quick 



orientation of their duties,” said 
Yarish. 

Deller said that she is looking at 
ways to make Walksafe even safer. 

She said Walksafe programs at 
Carelton and Ottawa publish the 
names of their volunteers in the 
student newspaper. If anyone has a 
problem with a volunteer, they can 
report it to Walksafe. Deller also 
said that at Western, Walksafe 
checks the police records of poten- 
tial volunteers. 

U of T’s application includes a 
written statement askingapplicants 
to explain their reasons for wanting 
to work with the program. “Some- 
times we have guys writing down 
that it’s because ‘I want to meet 
females’, which tells us a lot. 

First of all, they are making an 
assumption that most of the pa- 
trons are female. It’s also clearly 
inappropriate to be looking for a 
relationship when you are provid- 
ing a public service,” said Kathleen 
Mason, personal safety education 
officer at U ofT’s Scarborough cam- 
pus. 

However, unlike Western’s hir- 
ing process, which includes 
psychological screening, U of T at- 
tempts only to eliminate those 
candidates whose attitudes could 
be an indicator of future problems. 

“We try to screen out those ap- 
plicants who display what 1 call a 
'Rambo complex’. They tend to 
want to exercise an excessive 
amount of authority. We also look 
for an awareness of issues of sexual 
assault and date rape. If a staffmem- 
ber has even a gut feeling about 
someone they interviewed, we don’t 
hire them,” said Western’s Sergeant 
Earle. 

Once hired, the patrollers are 
given technical training by the po- 
lice department.

When it comes to education, you have to wonder about the provin- 
cial government’s priorities. 

Canada, and especially Quebec, suffers from one of the highest 
drop-out rates in the western world. More than 40 per cent of the one 
million students in Québec will leave school before getting a high 
school diploma. And the extensive educational bureaucracy of more 
than 5000 paper-shufflers overseeing 90 000 teachers doesn’t seem to 
make a difference. 

Quebec minister of higher education Lucienne Robillard has thrown 
around the word ‘change’ a great deal, but the much talked-about 
reforms will probably only hurt students, through tuition increases at 
the Cégep and university level and the removal of many courses in the 
liberal arts. And the current talk about cutting back funding doesn’t 
make the situation look any better. 

Lise Payette, PQ education minister back in the Lévesque days, is 
talking about pitching the current system into the garbage, and replac- 
ing it with one like that in Denmark. 

The Danes also have a million students, but they have 180 000 
teachers, and a surprisingly low 50 bureaucrats running the show. The 
true proof of the system’s success, though, is an astonishing Mo 
percent drop-out rate. 

While the ministry in Québec dictates to the word what educators 
are supposed to teach, the Danish system is based around a flexible 
system of weekly parent-teacher meetings with only very broad guide- 
lines handed down from above. 

This is a telling comparison. How competitive can Québec remain 
with a top-heavy and expensive education system? A system that 
evidently does not produce students with practical skills? 

I don’t need the ministry of education to tell me what the answer is 
to this question.

Responding to the mqth of no females

1 should like to reply to the com- 
plaints contained in the article “The 
Myth of No Females" (Hyde Park, 
Feb. 6), concerning the course I 
teach in the Dept, of HtspanicStud- 



tes ( Literature ot Ideas; Spanish 
America ). 

The following facts are pertinent: 
At the very outset of the term all 
students are made aware of the pa- 
rameters of the course: the 
contributions of Spanish American 
authorsinthefieldsofpolitical, philo- 
sophic and sociological thought of 
the past 200 years. The literary genre 
which best lends itself to the presen- 
tation of this material is the essay, not 
the novel, poetry or drama. (This is 
not to imply that there aren’t any 
ideas in the latter genres.) 

The main problem in the course 
is one of selectivity. There are many 
more thinkers than can be handled 
within the framework of one se- 
mester. Students are therefore free 
to submit papersdealingwithSpan- 
ish American thinkers whether or 
not they are listed in the course 
outline. 



As to the absence ofwomen writ- 
ers and the three authors mentioned 
specifically in the Hyde Park memo, 
it is a fact that in the past two centu- 
ries women, generally, have not 
cultivated the essay as a form of 
literary creativity. Theyhave tended 
to excel in narrative writing, poetry 
and, to a lesser extent, theatre. Nev- 
ertheless, when Ms. Berinstein 
suggested Victoria Ocampo as a 
subject for one of her papers, 1 was 
happy to encourage her. Ocampo is 
better known as thceditor and pub- 
lisher of the distinguished journal 
Sur . She has written articles dealing 
with literary criticism which fall 
outsid e the parameters of the course. 
Gabriela Mistral, the second woman 
mentioned, is known primarily for 
her poetry, and her work is dis- 
cussed in other courses offered by 
the Dept. The third author, Maria 
de Zayas, wrote novellas in 17th 
century Spain and can hardly be 
included in a course which deals 
with 19thand 20th century Spanish 
American thought, (so much for 
competent research!) 



Since 1 seem to have been ac- 
cused of anti-feminist bias, may I 
point out that two years ago I intro- 
duced a course in the Dept., entitled: 
Women Authors in Spanish Ameri- 



Another false impression must 
be corrected. This Dept, has always 
treated literary figures with thecriti- 
cal esteem they deserve, regardless 
of their racial origin. In our courses 
we study the works of Black Span- 
ish Americans. How could it be 
otherwise, e.g., in the case of Cuba 
and Puerto Rico? 

One final item is puzzling, 
namely the complaint regarding 
gender exclusive language. Since I 
lecture in Spanish and the thinkers 
discussed are all male, am I expected 
to introduce feminine pronounsfor 
the purpose of effecting a more ac- 
ceptable balance between the sexes? 
Professional competence should 
never be sacrificed in the name of a 
“politically correct party line.” 

Misses Berinstein and Trujillo 
are to be commended for their zeal 
and enthusiasm. Their cause is a 
worthy one.

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Student s need $ 1 4 000 US in aid: study

WASHINGTON (CPS)- All full- 
time undergraduate college 
students should be eligible to re- 
ceive $ 14 000 in federal aid through 
a combination of grants and loans, 
according to a U.S. congressional 
study. 

The study, entitled “Making 
College Affordable Again” suggests 
the amount of funds available to all 
should be equal, but the type of aid 
should vary according to students’ 
fi nancial need and tuition costs. The 
poorest students would receive 



more grants, while students from 
richer families would be eligible for 
unsubsidized loans, with interest 
even when students are in school. 

The report suggests a number of 
ways to streamline the current fed- 
eral financial aid system. 

Under the report’s recommen- 
dation, each student would be 
eligible for about S 1 4 000. The pro- 
gram assumes a maximum federal 
grant of $4000 and a combined 
maximum work-study and feder- 
ally subsidized loan award of 
$10 000.

“Many college students today 
grad uate wi th debts that exceed their 
fami ly’s home mortgage payments,” 
said Daniel Chcever Jr., president 
of the American Student Assistance, 
one of the country’s biggest federal 
student guaranty agencies. 

Cheever praised the study, say- 
ing, “The commission’s report 
forcefullyand creatively tackles one 
of the major threats to the stability 



of our nation’s higher education 
system, theaffordability crisis.” The 
report points out that in the 1980s, 
the cost of attending college sky- 
rocketed 126 per cent, twice therate 
of inflation for the decade. In fact, 
the cost ofgoingtocollegeincreased 
even more than the cost of health 
care during the decade, the report 
said. 

“The most productive step the 
federal government can take in 
strengthening the post-secondary 
education financing partnership is 
to lead by example,” the report’s 
authors wrote. 

The Education Finance Coun- 
cil, a non-profit member association 
of state student loan secondary 
market organizations, applauded 
the commission’s efforts, but of-

On February 17, 1993, ata Gen- 
eral Meeting, the Association of 
Graduate Students Employed at 
McGill ( AGSEM) came into being 
in an atmosphere of confusion and 
doubtful procedure. First of all, 
there was insufficient notification 
of this important meeting. As a 
result, only about 45 out of a total 
of around 900 graduate students 
employed by McGill attended this 
meeting. 

Secondly, the AGSEM Draft 
Constitution waspresented forrati- 
fication to those graduate students 
present almost as a fait accompli. 
As a result, there was no time for 
those present to adequately study 
thç document, and have a fuller 
understanding of what they were 
agreeing to. 

Thirdly, discussion was artifi- 
cially constrained, thereby

impeding the ff ee-flow of debate. 

Fourthly, elections to the various 
AGSEM committees were held im- 
mediately after the ratification of the 
AGSEM Constitution, again circum- 
venting proper procedure. 
Consequently, because of the low 
turnout, most of the positions were 
acclaimed. Where elections did oc- 
cur, no time was given for proper 
contestation proccduresto take place, 
so that the qualifications and plat- 
formsofthevariouscandidatescould 
be adequately publicized and assessed 
by ALL graduate students employed 
at McGill. 

We.CONCERNEDGRADUATE 
STUDENTS, believe in AGSEM. We 
believe that AGSEM is a vital organi- 
zation every Graduate Student 
employed at McGill, and that, as a 
body, weshould be empowered in its 
discussions.

The “PC” (Publications Coor- 
dinator) has attempted to stage 
discussion by employinga “selec- 
tion” of quotes as a “PR”

“The report fails to emphasize 
the dramatic improvements deliv- 
ered to students in last year’s 
reauthorization of the Higher Edu- 
cation Act,” the council said. 

The council also chided the re- 
port’s direct lending concept 
because the administrative costs of 
such a project “will be transferred 
to colleges and universities and cre- 
ate upward pressureon tuition while 
reducing a student’s financial op- 
tions at the same time.” 

The report estimates its propos- 
als would cost approximately $7 
billion in the first year of imple- 
mentation. The Education Finance 
Council suggested it was “unrealis- 
tic” to expect the government to 
put up such funding.
